HGHT OVER NECKTIE 
RESULTS IN SHOOTING 


Homer Yarbrough Shot and 
Seriously: Hurt by Earl W. 
Nalley, His Brother-in-Law. 


A fight over a necktie. which occurred 
in their home at Rock Springs, Sunday, 
September 27, resulted last night in 
the shooting of Homer Yarbrough by 
his brother-in-law, Earl W. Nalley. 

The families, of both men had lived 
together peaceably until that Sunday 
morning, when, it is said, ill-feeling 
was aroused over the wearing of the 
tie. The lapse of a few days failing 
to allay their bitterness, Yarbrough 
moved his wife and child to a near-by 
house to avoid further trouble, he said. 

Last night, about 9 o'clock, Yar- 
brough, accompanied by Harvey Naliey 
also a brother-in-law, went to the } Nal- 
ley home for his chickens. Both men 
entered'the premises without speaking 
to Earl, who was about to retire. While 
Harvey was holding a lantern for Yar- 
brough to take the chickens from a 
roost ten feet from the house, Earl 
suddenly threw up the nearest kitchen 
window. Without warning, it is al- 
leged, 
| reled shotgun, hitting 
back. 

Hie then ran through to the front of | 
his home and reloaded his gun. Yar 
brough, immediately recovering trom | 
the wound, ran around to the front 
of the house, 
the window. 

Yarbrough then crawled to the manse 
of the local church and asked Mrs. Lin- | 
ton Johnson to call the Grady hospital. 
He was picked up by the ambulance 
further up Plaster’s Mill road, at the 
home of R. O. Walters. where he had 
been led by Harvey Nalley. 

At the hospital it was discovered 

that the entire load of the gunshot 
took effect, tearing a large wound in 
the back near the right shoulder. Yar- 
brough is in a serious condition, phy- |

GERMANS FIGHT 
WITH METHOD. 


General Pierre Cherfils, commentin 
on the situation, declares the materia 
organization of the enemy really is 
powerful and that all the French are 
unanimous in saying that the Germans 
have had excellent practical instruc- 
tion and that from a technical point 
of view they fight with a remarkable 
method. 

The Germans know, he says, how to 
be patient and to wait. They make 
themselves invisible and have many 4 
grewsome surprise for the impetuous 
French. Their machine guns are nu- 
merous and some times grouped.

The Germans’ first lines of march, 
General Cherfils, continues, are COV- 
ered with sheaves of corn or are well 
concealed otherwise.

The infantry advances only 
when supported by the artillery.

London, October 7.—In a dispatch 
from The Hague the correspondent of 
The Dally Express says German news- 
papers reaching there indicate that 
Count Zeppelin is now at Wilhelms- 
haven, on the North sea, with his staff. 
Wilhelmshaven is the point from which 
the great air raid on the British 4sles 
is expected to start. One of these pa- 
pers publishes an interview with ‘the 
count, in which he its quoted as :say- 
ing that he had not forgotten England 
and would prove it very soon. 

It is also reported, The Express cor- 
respondent continues, that Count Zep- 
pelin was summoned recently Em- 
peror William to Mainze. His majesty 
said to the count that he relied on him 
for a great work and offered to make 
him commander-in-chief of the Ger- 
man air fleet. The count smilingly re- 
fused, but said he would accept the 
title when he returned from England.

GERMAN CRUISERS FIRE 
UN A FRENCH COLONY 


Papeete, Tahiti, Wrecked by 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau. 
Damage $2,000,000.

San Francisco, October 7.—Two lives 
were lost, $2,000,000 damage was done, 
two vessels were sunk and two blocks 
of business houses and residences 
were destroyed by the German cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau in their 
bombardment last. month of the French 
colony of Papeete, Tahiti. 

Refugees from the island told the 
story on their arrival here today 
aboard the liner Moana, from Aus- 
tralia, which touched at Tahiti. 

The dead were one native and a 
Japanese chauffeur. 

No landing was made. According to 
most of the Moana’s passengers, the 
French fired the first shot from a hill- 
side fort. Otherwise, it was thought, 
the settlement would not have been 
bombarded, although undoubtedly the 
French gunboat Zolee would have 
been sunk. 

“The Germans, flying no flags, hove 
in sight about 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing,” ran the composite narrative of 
the passengers. “In the harbor were 
lying the French gunboat Zolee and 
the German merchantman Walkurie, 
the Zolee’s prize. Anticipating a pos- 
sible raid, the French had stripped the 
Zolee and mounted her guns ashore. 

“Ags s00nN as the strangers were 
recognized the fort opened fire. The 
Germans hoisted their battle flags and 
began a hot reply, broadside after 
broadside. Nothing on the island 
matched their 8-inch rigles. We esti- 
mated that more than a hundred 8- 
inch shells fell in the town, besides a 
rain of smaller projectiles. 

“The crew of the Zolee started for 
shore at the first shot. Not long 
afterward the little unboat sank, 
riddled with holes. Her prize, the 
Walkurie, flew no flag and the Ger- 
mans, ignorant of her nationality and 
that her crew were prisoners on the 
island, sank her, too. 

“The bombardment lasted about two 
hours. Houses surrounding the Ameri- 
can consulate, over which the Stars 
and Stripes were flying conspicuously, 
were not damaged, but the water front 
and mercantile district were wrecked. 

“The Sharnhorst and Gneisenau 
steamed off to the westward undam- 
aged. The fire from the little French 
fort had been feeble and fallen short.”

Vice-Chancellor of Oxford Uni- 
versity Doesn’t Believe 
They Were Spies.

London, October 7.—English 
Scotch universities opened their 
terms today with greatly reduced 
tendance. Cambridge university had 
only 1,500 students as against 3,500 
last vear, many of those at the in- 
stitution last year having joined the 
army. Other seats of learning have 
lost students in about the same pro- 
portion. 

Much comment has 
action of the faculty of Edinburgh 
university in asking all its German 
professors and lecturers to resign. 

The German Rhodes scholars and 
other German and Austrian students 
who have been attending English uni- 
versities in large numbers all are ab- 
sent this year, a majority of them be- 
ing with their armies. 

The Very Rev. Thomas Banks 
Strong, vice chancellor of Oxford uni- 
versity, at the opening of the term 
today, speaking of the absence of the 
German students, sald: 

“T cannot believe any of them were 
spies. We welcomed them and loved 
them. They passed through the inner- 
most circles of our friendship and I 
cannot believe that our frank and di- 
rect intercourse with them was un- 
real. It is difficult to see when a 
time of real friendship between Ger- 
many and England ever can come 
again. If this war could have been 
delayed a few years, possibly there 
might have been so many private 
friendships that a state of war might 
have been impossible.” 

At Edinburgh university the at- 
tendance was about 1,000 below nor- 
mal. Pembroke college, Cambridge 
university, always called the sports- 
man’s college, lived up to its reputa- 
tion by sending 200 out of its 270 
students into the army. 


GERMANS TAKE CONTROL 
OF AUSTRIAN FORCES 


Milan, October 7.—(Via Paris.)—A 
dispatch from Vienna to The Corriere 
Della Sera confirms a previous report 
that the Austrian army in Galicia has 
been placed under the control of the 
German staff, despite the opposition 
of Emperor Francis Joseph. 

The dispatch adds that Major Gen- 
eral Conrad, chief of the Austrian gen- 
eral staff, virtually has been deprived 
of all power on account of his alleged 
condition resulting from the death of 
his son, who was killed in action.

lt was reiterated at the Japanese 
embassy tonight that the necessity of 
protecting commerce in the Pacific from 
the German cruisers eluding pursuit 
in those waters had prompted the selz- 
ures. Japanese and British fleets, in 
accordance with a common understand- 
ing, it was said, had been acting to- 
gether in all movements of the Japa- 
nese fleet. 

In regard to the Shan-Tung railway, 
it was said by embassy officials that 
its occupation should not be consid- 
ered in any sense a violation by the 
Japanese of Chinese neutrality, as re- 
moving the line from German control 
was a military necessity. The Japanese 
advance against the German strong- 
hold at Kiao-Chow would be hindered, 
it was pointed out, if the Germans were 
allowed to use the road to haul sup- 
plies or otherwise facilitate their mili- 
tary operations.

FRENCH BIRDMEEN WIN 
IN A DUEL IN THE AIR 


Thousands of Soldiers of Both 
Armies Watched the Dra- 
matic Fight. 


Bordeaux, October 7.—Official dis- 
patches to the French war department 
today gave a graphic account of an 
aerial duel watched by thousands of 
soldiers of the French and German ar- 
mies October 5 at Jonchery. 

A German, aeroplane ascended with 
two men, and-after circling over the 
French positions was returning to its 
own lines when Sergeant Frantz, a 
French aviator, accompanied by his 
mechanic, Quainault, sprang to a ma- 
chine and gave chase. 

Zy a skillful maneuver the French 
aeroplane took the German on the flank 
and wounded the pilot and put a bullet 
through the ineltne tank. 

A sheet of flame enveloped the Ger- 
man areoplane and the machine dropped 
apidly, landing close to the French 
ines. In the descent the unwounded 
man continued to fire his pistol until 
prevented by the flames. 

Sergeant rantz came to earth in a 
series of magnificent spirals. Both 
Germans were found burned to death 
.§In the embers of their machine. Frantz 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honor and Quinault was awarded the 
military medal.

GERMANS MARCHED 
INTO RUSSIAN TRAP. 

London, October 7.—The Post corre- 
spondent in Petrograd, in a disquisi- 
tion contrasting Russian and German 
strategy to the disadvantage of the 
latter, says: 

“Instead of following sound mili- 
tary principles of seeking out the 
enemy’s strength and endeavoring to 
the Germans seem to follow 


this is the result of basing war upon 
the experience of the parade ground 
and maneuvers arranged beforehand, it 
is difficult to say, but certainly the 
German army is learning its business 
only now. 

“Both the great German defeats, in 
Galicia and in Western Russia, exem- 
plify the same defect in tactics of fol- 
lowing the line of least resistance. In 
both cases the Russians caught them 
in precisely the same trap. In the lat- 
ter case the Russians tfeft a gap of 20 
miles open like a mouse trap door and 
the Germans marched gaily in. They 
found no opposition until they met an 
unpleasant, surprise at the fantastic 
bends of the river Niemen and, while 
the jaws 
of the trap closed upon them.” 
RUSSIAN DEFEAT 
CLAIMED BY AUSTRIA. 

London, October 7.—It is officially 
announced from Huszt, Marmaros coun- 
ty, Hungary, that Austrian forces have 
been heavily engaged with Russians 
since Monday, at a point near Tecso, 
telegraphs the Amsterdam correspond- 
ent of Reuter’s Telegram company. The 
Russians retreated. The battle came 
to an end near Kricsfalva, with com- 
plete victory for the Austrians. 

Tecso is about twenty miles south- 
east of Huszt, on the railroad, and 
Kricsfalva is about the same distance 
east of Huszt. Marmaros county is 
in the extreme east of Hungary, be- 
tween Galicia and Transylvania. 

Telegraphing from Amsterdam, the 
correspondent of Reuter’s company 
says unofficial news has reached there 
from Buda-Pest to the effect that Aus- 
trian troops have attacked the Russian 
forces in Marmaros county, Hungary, 
and that the defeat of the Russians is 
imminent. Small detachments of Rus- 
sians were engaged by Austrian gen- 
darmes at a point near Beszterzenazod. 
Austrian reinforcements have been dis- 
patched to Beszterzenazod. All the 
passes are occupied by the Austrians.

They destroyed the -railroads 
to the frontier and are now holding in 
check superior Russian forces from 
heavily entrenched positions near 
Drostken. 

Fighting at Augustowo and Suwal- 
ki was most sanguinary. The Ger- 
man machine guns finally turned the 
scale of battle in favor of the Germans, 
but the slaughter of the Germam ar- 
tillery men was terrific. One Ger- 
man battery lost all its men, and cav- 
alrymen had to be drafted to serve 
the guns. The cavalrymen held out 
until they had only three rounds of 
ammunition left. They then retired 
with the Russian infantry only a fur- 
long away. 

Bad weather hampered the move- 
ments of the German troops and in- 
terfered seriously with their aerial rec- 
connaisances. The fact that the Rus- 
sians were protected by a line of forts 
made the German offensive doubly 
hard. Their advance was over a coun- 
try which is nothing more than a mo- 
rass. 

The Russians have gained in offen- 
sive strength. Their artillery, which 
included two naval pieces, inflicted 
heavy losses. 

General Von Hindenberg, the Ger- 
man leader who has been operating in 
Poland, was obliged to make a number 
of forced marches fisyoing to the re- 
lief of the Austrians, who were hard 
pressed. He reached Opatow, on the 
spurs of the Lysagory mountains, in 
time to be of help. At this point a 
great battle is thought now to be in 
progress. The throwing of a large 
Russian force from Radom, south of 
Warsaw, in the direction of Ivangorod 
to the northeast, was an incident of 
this engagement. 


The reference to Radom in the fore- 
oing dispatch shows military activity 
na region that has not figured as a 
field of operations for some time. Ra- 
dom is about sixty miles south of War- 
saw and fifty miles west of Lublin. 
The province of Radom borders on Gal- 
icia. Ivangorod (Demblin) is on the 

Vistula river, fifty miles northeast of 
Radom. 


RUSSIANS REPULSED, 
SAYS AUSTRIAN STAFF. 


Vienna, October 7.—(Via Amsterdam 
and London.)—The following official 
statement, es by General Von Hoe- 
fer, deputy chief of the general staff, 
was given out in this city today: 

“October 6.—The sudden advance of 
the German and Austrian forces in Rus- 
sian Poland seems to have completely 
surprised the Russians. Althou they 
moved strong forces from Galicia to 
the north they were repulsed and driv- 
en back across the Vistula by the allies 
while making an effort to cross the 
river in the direction of Opatow. 

“Our troops captured a bridge held 
by the Russians near Sandomir. 

“In Galicia we are advancing in ac- 
cordance with our plans. 

‘In the vicinity of Tarnovezog we 
routed a division of Russian infantry.” 


RUSSIANS BOMBARD 
PRZEMYSL FORTRESS. 

Paris, October 7.—A Havas dispatch 
from Petrograd says that a report from 
Lemberg, Galicia, states that Przemysl, 
the strong fortress of the Austrians, 
fifty-one miles west of Lemberg, is be- 
ing bombarded by Russian heavy ar- 
The damage is considerable, 
houses being set on fire by bursting 
shrapnel. All efforts of the Austrian 
field forces to assist the fort have 
been unsuccessful, and their troops 
have retreated to Viotslavsk, 


RUSSIANS MOVE 
TO JOIN SERVIANS. 

Rome, October 7.—(Via London.)—A 
dispatch received here from Buda-Pest 
says Russians invading Hungary with 
the intention of effecting a junction 
with the Servians are advancing in two 
columns. One column is making an 
assault on Hosszumezo-Dlhepolje (in 
northwest Hungary, sixty-six miles 
southeast of Olmutz), and the other is 
rapidly descending the valley of the 
Nagyan against Huszt (province of 
Marmaros, ninety miles northeast of 
Debreczen). 

The Servians are also reported to 
have begun a northeast advance from 
Semlin.

This fund was turned over

On consulting Mr. Haden as to the 
purchase, ,he suggested that they in- 
vest the money in a bale of cotton 
grown by some tenant farmer, to be 
held until the price of cotton passes 
above ten cents in the open market. 
Accordingly Messrs. Stetson and Smith 
turned the money over to Chairman H. 
’. McCord, witu request that he find 
a one-horse tenant farmer and buy a 
bale of distress cotton for Mr. Hayden. 

The purchase was made from C. G. 
Vincent, who rents a farm near Ben 
Hill, Campbell county. He had hauled 
the bale eighteen miles to Atlanta, 
where he had seldom or never been 
before, as shown by his statement that 
he did not know where Peachtree street 
is, when directed to deliver the bale 
at Mr. Haden’s residence. A guide was 
furnished him, and the bale now stands 
on the veranda of Mr. Haden’s home, 
there to stay until the cotton emer- 
gency is over, when the loving cup will 
be purchased and presented to Mr. 
Haden. 

Joseph H. Hirsch, president of the 
Empire Printing and Box company, an- 
nounced on Wednesday that W. A. 
Stuart, J. M, Boswell and I. M. Carney, 
of the Brown-Stuart company, of Cin- 
cinnati, have sent him a check for $150 
with the instruction that he buy for 
them three bales of cotton at ten cents 
per pound.

Compromise Measure Sought. ° 

A committee was appointed, consist- 
ing of one member from each state, to 
endeavor to agree on a compromise 
measure and report tomorrow night. 
Representative Hughes was named as 
the member from Georgia. 

Both Representatives Adamson and 
Howard have introduced bills and they 
each yielded to the other. The Adam- 
son bill provides that any state or 
national bank which within the next 
sixty days shall loan to a cotton pro- 
ducer or a tenant’s landlord, three- 
fourths the value of the cotton prop- 
erly warehoused and insured, the value 
to be that prevailing in the market at 
the time and place of the transaction, 
the note to run for one year and bear 
the legal rate of interest, shall be 
able to thypothecate said note with 
the treasury. The bank shall receive 
one-third of the interest collected for 
handling loan and assisting in its col- 
lection when the note matures. 

The bill of Representative William 
Schley Howard authorizes the secretary 
of the treasury to issue $250,000,000 of 
currency under the act of 1861 and ap- 
portion it among the cotton producing 
states. This shall be loaned at 5 per 
cent to farmers on cotton at $40 a bale. 
“This amount of currency would re- 
lease from active competition about 
7,000,000 bales of distressed cotton,” 
said Mr. Howard. “It should at once 
fix a spot market of 10 cents a pound 
or more. The moment my bill is pass- 
ed cotton will begin to move and con- 
fidence will be restored.”

EGYPT IS UNABLE 


TO MARKET COTTON. 

Washington, October 7.—Egypt, 
well as the United States, is facing a 
serious crisis because of inability to 
market her cotton crop. Paul Knaben- 
shue, United States vice consul gen- 
eral at Cairo, in a report to the state 
department says Egyptian banks have 
been unable to obtain specie to finance 
the crop movement -and the overn- 
ment has made notes of the National 
Bank of Egypt legal tender with the 
same value as gold. 

To ease the cotton situation it has 
been decided that the national bank 
advance money to cotton growers on 
all cotton offered, storing the lint as 
security, thus protecting small culti- 
vators from forced sales at sacrifice 
prices. Large cultivators are expect- 
fd to hold their produce themselves. 

To prevent a surplus next year the 
ministry of agriculture already has 
formulated plans for reducing the area 
to be planted bv 
Cultivators will be instructed to grow 
corn, rice, beans and other grain and 
food crops instead of cotton. 


MAY ELIMINATE 
COTTON PLANTING. 
Columbia, S. C., October 7.—A bill 


to submit the question of eliminating 
all cotton planting in 1915 in South 
Carolina to the voters in an election, 
to be held November 3, will be intro- 
duced in the legislature tomorrow. The 
measure was prepared by a special 
committee of the South Carolina branch 
of the Southern Cotton congress. An- 
other measure to be introduced will 
limit the cultivation:to four acres for 
each work animal.

FLED IN U.S. COURT 


Action Is Taken by State of 
Louisiana Through Attor- 
ney General. 


Louisiana’s most notorious law suit, 
Involving the sale of 900,000 acres of 
land bv the Tensaslevee board to the 


Tensas Delta Land company, was filed 
on appeal in the United States court 
of appeals yesterday. 

The appeal is taken by the state of 
Loulsiana. through Attorney General 
Pleasant. from the decision rendered 
by Judge :Alex Boarman, sitting in the 
federal court for the western district 
of Louisiana. By the decree handed 
down by Judge Boarman the suit 
against the land company was dis- 
missed. ; 

The case had its start in New Orleans 
in 1897. when the deal between the 
Tensas Land company and the levee 
board was put through. It was made 
the issue in the gubernatorial cam- 
paign between Luther Hall and John 
T. Michel. Michel's campaign was in 
the nature of a vigorous attack on the 
Tensas levee board's action. Charges 
of fraud were made in the newspapers 
and from the stump, but the furore 
did not interfere with the success of 
the Good Government league and the 
victory of Hall over the administra- 
tion candidate. 

Suit was filed by Attorney General 
Gulion in 1909 before his retirement, and 
was afterwards taken up by Attorney 
General Pleasant. Judge Boarman de- 
cided the case against the state on 
the ground that the time limitation 
had expired. 

Later, the case was heard before the 
court of appeals, and the decision was 
unanimous that the case should be re- 
tried by Judge Boarman on its merits.

Situation in Mexico Discussed 
by Two Missionaries 
in Atlanta. 


Two Mexican missionaries are in At- 
lanta at the Piedmont hotel attending 
the convention of the Disciples of 
Christ. They are 8S. G. Inman, of Pied- 
ras Negras, who has charge of the en- 
tire missionary fleld of the state of 
Coahuila, in the northern part of Mex- 
ico, and Miss Jessie L. P. Brown, con- 
nected with the same mission as an 
assistant. 

Both talk enthusiastically of thelr 
work in Mexico. Mr. Inman stated that 
since he has been connected with the 
mission, since 1904, when he graduated 
from Columbia university, that 1,500 
converts in his territory have been re- 
ceived into the Christian church there. 
Miss Brown is also a graduate of Co- 
lumbia, receiving her master’s degree 
there in 1905, after taking her bachel- 
or’s degree from Barnard.

Speaking on the Mexican revolution, 
which has kept that nation tm a con- 
tinuous state of turmoil for several 
years, the Mexican missionary said:

The aenoplane and the:dirigible have had 
their fair test, but what have they done? 
They have dropped here and there a few 
bombs or explosive shells which have at 
most damaged a building or two and killed 
a few non-combatants. A German aeroplane 
the other day:dropped a bomb in Paris, kill- 
father 'and little daughter, who 
were out for a walk. Where they have 
dropped missiles in the ranks of either of 
the contending; armies, deaths and wounds 
have been few ‘and far between; more often 
the effect has been lost altogether, owing to 
the difficulty of aim in motion at high alti- 
tudes.

And far definite and substantial re- 
sults are concerned, they should for the 
present be confined to this particular activ- 
ity.

Would Fight Boll Weevil 
By Preserving the Birds 


Editor Constitution: An article printed 
on page 502 (30) of the September, 1914, 
issue of The Farm Journal (Washington 
Square, Philadelphia, Pa.), contains the fol- 
lowing: 

“The cotton growers of Texas lose every 
year $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 by the boll 
weevil Did you know that a quail, 
taken in a cotton field in Texas, had the 
remains of 127 cotton boll weevils in its 
craw? .. =. Quails eat 135 different va- 
rieties of insects. A quail will eat on an 
average 75,000 insects and _ 6,000,000,000 
weed seeds a year. They are natural ene- 
mies of the boll weevil, yet they are being 
exterminated in almost every state. ...A 
bank swallow was seen to devour 68 cotton 


boll weevils.” 

Inasmuch as it seems likely that the 
boll weevil will ultimately become a men- 
ace to the cotton crop in Georgia, would it 
not be well to request the state or federal 
department of agriculture to _ investigate 
this subject and, if it be found that the 
quail really is nature’s remedy for the boll 
weevil pest, to start a campaign of educa- 
tion and urge the enactment of state 
statutes designed to prevent the killing and 
trapping of quails for a period of at least 
five vears, and adopt such other measures 
as may tend to bring about an increase in 
the number of quails in cotton growing

Frank A. Vanderlip’s recent communica- 
tion in which he set forth some of the diffi- 
culties which must be overcome before the 
United States can take advantage of oppor- 
tunities now opened is emphasized by the ad- 
dress recently delivered at the meeting of 
the National Association of Cotton Manu- 
facturers at Lenox, Mass., by Alfred Greene 
Duncan, of Boston, who is president of the 
association. Curiously enough, it was at a 
gathering of the representatives of the cot- 
ton industry in the spring that Mr, Vander- 
lip spoke in words of monition respecting 
business conditions in the United States, At 
that time it was expected that Mr. Vanderlip 
would speak chiefly, if not exclusively, upon 
the subject of a great cotton warehousing 
system to be utilized after the federal re- 
serve banking system was in operation. For 
it was known that Mr. Vanderlip believed 
that a warehousing system of this kind, if 
wisely built up, would open a very wide mar- 
ket for the national banks for the purchase 
of well-secured commercial paper and for 
rediscounting paper of that kind. 

Mr. Vanderlip did touch approvingly upon 
this proposition, but to the astonishment of 
some of those who heard him he wandered 
from the subject and set forth actual and 
presumptive business conditions in the United 
States. He intimated that notwithstanding 
the promise of unparalleled crops and other 
favorable conditions, there was a lurking 
danger that complications might arise in 
the course of the year which would, for a 
time at least, cause American business to 
remain stagnant. 

None knew what Mr. Vanderlip had in 
mind. Now all who heard him and that part 
of the public which read his address have 
knowledge that the “lurking danger” to 
which he referred was the possibility, even 
probability, of a European war. 

The address delivered by President Dun- 
can, of Boston, at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Cotton Manufacturers 
supplemented not.only the earlier address 
of Mr. Vanderlip, but also his more recent 
communication. Those who heard President 
Duncan brought reports to this city indicat- 
ing that the address had made a profound 
impression upon the members of the asso- 
ciation. Mr. Duncan spoke just after the 
gigantic struggle in France had begun, and 
it was in view of that fact that he told his 
hearers that never, at least since civil war 
days, has a situation so perplexing and of 
such world-wide import existed as does now 
exist. 

It has been a common subject of discus- 
sion in business circles and in financial cir- 
cles of this city, and undoubtedly elsewhere 
in the country, why the United States, which 
is far removed from the scene of conflict 
and which is maintaining neutrality, should 
nevertheless be made to suffer as we have 
suffered by reason of this war. 

The Cause of Suffering. 

Mr. Duncan finds the reason why we as a 
nation are innocent sufferers of a quarrel not 
of our own making to lie deep in the struc- 
ture of the country’s life and history. He 
made reference to the logical and inevitable 
development which hag built up in England, 
France, Belgium, Holland and Germany im- 
mense masses of concentrated capital. This 
capital is utilized not only for the home 
needs of those countries, but for the financ- 
ing and distributing of the products of 
their competitors. To illustrate by concrete 
figures, he pointed to the itmmensity of busi- 
ness of this kind which is done in London 
by saying that when the war began London 
bankers had in their possession somewhat in 
excess of $2,000,000,000 in advances for drafts 
of sellers of merchandise who dwelt in other 
countries than England. In the United States, 
instead of being creditors for any amount, 
we are heavy debtors, immediate and pros- 
pective. John Skelton Williams, the comp- 
troller of the currency, estimated tentative- 
ly the money value of our foreign obliga- 
tions, including securities, at from $4,000,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000,000. Sir George Paish, who 
is a world authority on economic subjects, 
estimated American indebtedness, existing 
and prospective, to other lands, at about $6,- 
000,000,000. 

Mr. Duncan said that the commonly held 
estimate is that we owe $5,000,000,000 abroad, 
although in natural development and indus- 
try the country stands pre-eminent. In ac- 
tual aggregate wealth, we rank first. of 
currency we possess so much that if it were 
divided every person would receive $137. 

The reason why we are not in a position 
similar to that of England and other capital- 
producing countries, Mr. Duncan finds, is the 
fact that, in the hundred and twenty-five 
years of our existence, our population has 
grown se rapidly ag almost to overtax agri- 
culture and industry to keep pace with it. 
For this reason, we have never taken the 
position as a commercial nation, Mr. Duncan 
told his hearers, to which our resources, en- 
ergy and industry entitle us. Now the great 
opportunity created by the European war 
has opened, in his view, in the United States. 
First of all, he clearly hinted to his hearers 
that we ought to take advantage of this op- 
portunity to establish upon a new basis our 
financial relations with London and with the 
rest of the world. 

Something of this kind must be accom- 
plished, in Mr. Duncan's view, if we are to 
take full advantage of the opportunities in 
South America which are suddenly open to 
us. That also is one of the underlying 
thoughts in the recent communication to Mr. 
Vanderlip. Mr. Duncan somewhat tersely 
set forth the situation by saying that we, 
at this time, seem to be in the most com- 
fortable position of a salesman who, through 
some disaster, has lost his chief competitor. 
Yet what is the real situation in South 
America which we must face? 

South America owes vast 
money to nations across the s5séa. The 
rreater part of its government loans were 
made in Europe. Its industries and railroads 
were financed and some of them operated by 
foreigners. There, Mr. Duncan intimates, 
has been good proof of the modern axiom 
that trade follows the loan. 

What We Must Do. 

Therefore, if we are to take advantage 
of our South American opportunity, we must 
remember that, first of all, we are compelled 
to take care of our own complicated struc- 
ture of credit and, in addition, be ready to 
finance South America, as—until the first of 
August—the old world did. One step, Mr. 
Duncan said, had already been taken and 
that is: the facilitating of South American 
financing by means of exchange through New 
York, rather than through London. This 
kind of financing is exactly what Mr. Van- 
derlip and his associates are now undertak- 
ing to perfect in South America. Another 
thing which is essential, if we.are to take 
immediate advantage of our opportunities, 
is the creation of international exchange 
financed by the banks of the United States. 
And it was with gratification that Mr. Dun- 
can intimated that the beginning has now 
been made.for the foundation of an interna- 
tional exchange of that kind. 

He is not one of those who believe that 
by any artificial means our merchant ma- 
rine can be re-established. It can be re-es- 
tablished, but not by artificial stimulus. An- 
other essential, in his view, is the stopping 
of “nation-wide distrust of corporate aggre- 
gations of eapital,” for large combinations 
are essential here, as they have been vital 
elsewhere, for securing and maintaining’ the 
prosperity of the nation. Mr. Duncan 
summed up in a few words, which have fre- 
been quoted in this city since he 
delivered his address, the counsel which he 
had given at some length. He said that 
the people of the United States must learn 
well the great lesson which is in the pres- 
ent crisis and make it their chief concern 
that the United States shall hereafter con- 
trol the financing and distributing of its own 
products.

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RESPONSIBILITY FOR WAR 
AS SEEN BY JAMES BRYCE 


The first shock of the war, which had 
its effect on the best balanced of minds, 
is passing. The expressions which came so 
glibly at first from those who thought not 
carefully, but impulsively, are being for- 
gotten in the more potent and wise state- 
ments of that type of world spirits and 
thinkers, among whom James Bryce, for so 
many years the British ambassador to this 
country, is a shining light, and Norman 
Hapgood, the able American editor, a fine 
example. 

“The kaiser is mad,” was a popular and 
much flaunted utterance from those giv- 
ing reason for the war. “It has been pre- 
Cipitated by the crown prince,” cried oth- 
ers. “It was the fault of the war party,” 
others stated vaguely, but none the less 
positively, while the popular pro-German 
argument has been: “The Kaiser has ever 
beén the peace spirit; it was only through 
the policy at present pursued universal 
peace could come.” 

An Historian’s Work. 

The British diplomat and the American 
editor almost simultaneously take the same 
viewpoint in going back to the basic in- 
fluences which led the German nation into 
precipitation of the war. They charge the 
dominant power to the teachings of one 
man, not to the Kaiser, not his father, not 
his son, not the “war party” of men, but to 
the great German historian, Heinrich Von 
Treitschke. He was more than “professor 
of history,” as his title is quoted in the 
faculty names of the University of Berlin. 
He was more than the head of all the 
greater universities, and verily the great- 
est moulder of thought in the German 
empire is the opinion expressed in lagt 
week’s Harper’s Weekly by Mr. Hapgood. 
The thought of Von Treitschke has perme- 
ated every element of German life, he be- 
lieves, differing: very decidedly in the war 
code which’ was taught and put into active 
policy by’ Bismarck, whom the kaiser dis- 
missed, the rehearsal of this incident giv- 
ing to Mr. Hapgood’ -another opportunity 
for interesting comment in his series of war 
articles. 

Mr. Bryce, in his able article, one 
will live in the literature of the war 
tributed Sunday to The London Times 
The New York Times), divides the respon- 
sibility of the dominant controlling influ- 
ences of German policy between Genera] 
Bernhardi, who wrote “Germany and the 
Next War,” a book which was universally 
read in the empire, and Von Treitschke. 
upon whose teachings Bernhardi based the 
philosophy of hig book. 

England’s Responsibility. 

With that clearness of thought and 
direct expression characteristic of the Brit- 
ish scholar, Mr. Bryce first clears England 
of any responsibility in the war, and 
states:

ness with Germany might enable Great 
Britain, with the co-operation of the United 
States, our closest friends, to mitigate the 
long antagonism of Germany and of the 


French, with whom we were already on 
g00d terms, and to so improve their rela- 
tions as to secure the general peace of 
Europe.” 

In this connection he further states: 

“I can confidently declare: It 
neither commercial rivalry 
German power that brought Great Britain 
into the field, nor was there any hatred in 
the British people for the German people. 
nor any wish to break their power. The 
leading political thinkers and historians of 
England had given hearty sympathy to the 
efforts made by the German people, from 
1815 to 1866 and 1870, to attain political 
unity, and they had sympathized with the 
parallel efforts of the Italians. The two 
nations, German and British, were of kin- 
dred race and linked by many ties. 

“So far as Great Britain was concerned. 
it was the invasion of Belgium that ar- 
rested all efforts to avert war and made 
the friends of peace themselves join in hold 
ing that the duty of fulfilling their treat, 
obligations to a weak state was paramount 
to every other consideration.” , 

That Bernhardi deplored any teachins 
of the peace doctrines, Mr. Bryce proves by 
quoting directly from the writer, one of 
the most telling expressions quoted being 
“Aspirations for peace seem to poison the 
soul of the German people.” 

Bernhardi’s Book.

All Along the Line

HAY. 


Hay is a sort of excelsior which is used 
stuffing horses. 

It eonsists of various sorts of grasses 
in a mummified condition. All spring until 
midsummer the hay crop grows up by itself 
with training, cultivation or suggestions 
from the farmer. A hay field gets less at- 
tention than the child whose parents are 
bursting into the smart set. Day in and 
out the farmer cultivates his corn, chases 
chinch bugs out of his wheat, and looks at 
the market quotations on oats with frantic 
disgust. But when the meadow is waist high 
he greases up the mower, gets out the horse 
rake, hoists the rack on the wagon and pro- 
ceeds to make hay. 

When the farmer has cut all his grass 
and the sun has dried it into hay it rains. 
Hay harvest is an infallible cure for drouth. 
If they raised more hay in the Sahara desert 
there would be less dry weather in that 
region. When the rain falls on his hay the 
farmer curses capably and scatters it out 
to dry again. Then he loads it onto a half- 
acre wagon with  pitchforks. A _ skillful 
farmer get more hay on a fork than an 
Italian can spaghetti. When the farmer has 
stuffed his barn so full of hay that it sticks 
out of the cracks like the stuffing in a cheap 
sofa, he bales the rest into neat little blocks, 
looking like breakfast food for Goliath, and 
sells them for $20 a ton. The farmer who 
has almost forty acres of good meadow, 
which eomes up of its own accord in the 
spring and hands him a few tons of hay per 
acre in return for a little skillful fork work 
has no reason to complain about the tariff 
or anything else. 

We hear a great deal about the wonders 
of wheat and the greatness of corn, to say 
nothing of the royalty of cotton. But ima 
quiet, unassuming way of hayflelds of this 
nation add each year about $600,000,000 to 
its wealth. This is more than we get for 
wheat or oats or cotton or hogs. But no one 
spends any time throwing bouquets at the 
humble hay. What it appears to need most 
in these days is a press agent.

GIVEN BY GOVERNMENT 


Spring Wheat Shows Decrease, 
But All Wheat Makes Crop 
a Bumper One. 


Washington, October 7.—Greater 
corn crop prospects by 78,000,000 bush- 
els and great improvement in tobacco, 
increasing the prospects of that crop 
over the September forecast by 92,000, - 
000 pounds featured the department of 
agriculture’s October crop report an- 

unced today. 

“em Bast of 11,000,000 bushels in 
the potato crop, 21,000,000 in the oats 
crops and 10,000,000 in the apple crop 
also were forecast. 

Spring wheat showed a slight de- 
crease, being 4,000,000 bushels under the 
September forecast, yet the combined 
crop of winter wheat and spring wheat 
makes this year’s harvest of that grain 
a record one. 

The total production of each crop is 
forecast on October 1, compared with 
the forecast made on September 1, 
will show the change in prospects dur- 
ing the month, and production figures 
of last year’s crop and the average for 
the five years from 1909 to 1913 are 
given for comparison (all figures in 
millions of bushels, i. e., 000,000’s omit- 
ted), follows:
